In order to achieve this, the
Division of Environmental Analysis is responsible for Site
Assessment Studies and development of a corrective action/
remediation and management plans. Additional staff and specific
regulatory knowledge is needed periodically to accomplish this
objective to keep or bring these facilities into environmental
compliance. Each Consultant will be asked to perform such studies
and develop and implement the above-mentioned plans along with
providing regulatory and compliance knowledge through the
environmental compliance process.

SCOPE OF WORK

The selected consultant will be required o provide Resource Conservation and Recovery Act
(RCRA) and Comprehensive Environmental Response Compensation and Liability Act (CERCLA)
based site assessments, evaluations, characterizations and remediation plans and control
compliance reviews in accordance with RCRA, CERLA, KY Underground Storage Tank (UST)
regulations, the Clean Water Act and the US Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). This
includes sampling, reporting remediation and other environmental concerns.

SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS

Due to the potential volume and scope of work involved, three number one consultant firms
may be selected. The contract period is each firm receiving a two (2) year contract. Contracts
will have an upset limit of $2,000,000.00. Once the upset limit is reached or the two year
term has expired, services will be re-advertised and no additional work assignments will be
made under the contract. Contracts will not be modified fo increase upset limit or extended
for time to assigh new work. No letters of agreement shall exceed $100,000.00.
